THE MERCHANT SHIPPING ACTS.. 


PROPOSED ASSIMILATION oF TUE INDIAN 
AND IMPERIAL: ACTH. 

Owing to the announcement in the Huuse 
of Commons that the Indian and Imperial 
Merchant Shipping Acts are about to be as- 
similated, » representative of tho Times of 
Ceylux called upon Captain Donnan, the 
Harbour Mastor at Colombo, to know what, 
changes inight be involved in the proposal. 

The first Inperal Merchant Shipping Act 
of any consequence, Captain Donan stated, 
was pasaed in 1834, and was considered a 
great improvenient on all previous Acts of 
the kind. Tn 2855 came a Passengers’ Act. 
The latest Imperial Merchant Shipping Act 
was jrussed in 1894, bringing all mereantile 


) | matters up to date, aml courbining the Pas- 


senger and Emigration Acts, which pre- 
viously wero separate. 

‘Tho idea is, I think,’ said Captain Don- 
nan, *toget the Indian Government to re- 
peul all formor Acts and pass a similar one 
suitable to the wants of Indin. The Goy- 
crument nay possibly address thy Colonial 
Ottice with tha view of haying the same Act 
passed in Ceylon. ‘The focal Shipping Or- 
dinance is No. 7 of 1863, which brought all 
matters up to date from 1854 nnd iy atill in 
foreu in Ceylun. Generally, when an Tin- 
perisl Shipping Act is passed, the Indian 
Govornment pass a similar onc to make it 
logal in India.’ 

Asked as to whether the assinilation of 
the Indian Inspertal Acts was likely to do- 
cide the Jascar question in the ciso of the 
P. & GQ. Steamship Company, Captain Don- 
nin replied in the negative. The Act of

so kept free, the master shall forfeit and 
pay ta each seaman or apprentice lodged in 
tlt place the sum of one suilling for each 
day during which, after complaint hug been 
wade te bim by any two or more seamen 50 
ludged, it is nat so kept free.
